composition, after serving 19 months 
in federal prison at Atlanta, it was 
learned today. 

Popham was. convicted early in 1925 
of using the mails to defraud in con- 
nection with the promotion of oyster 
bottom near Apalachicola. He formed 
a corporation with several thousand 
stockholders for the propagation of 
oysters. 

After his conviction in federal dis- 
trict court and his subsequent sentence 
to four years in prison, Popham’s case 
was affirmed by the United States 
court of appeals at New Orleans. It 
was taken to the United States su- 
preme court, but that tribunal denied 
i petition for a writ of certiorari. 

The poems which Popham plans to 
edit were written by him while serving 
his sentence. 


Popham has been released on rarole 
from the federal penitentiary here, ac- 
cording to Warden John W. Snook.

No comment of any kind would be 
made by the governor Monday con- 
cerning the results of his examination 
of the prisoner. The governor is a 
physician of long experience and he 
has examined Harnsmond twice to test 
his sanity. 

Hammond was convicted of killing 
Mrs. Lottie Bell Ingram and her in- 
fant child more than a yeur ago. He 
will be taken te Milledgeville Wednes- 
day in an automobile, where he will 
be placed in the death cell. The execu- 
tion is scheduled for Friday between 
the hours of 10 o'clock a. m. and 2 
oclock p. m. 

_In his cell here Hammond has de- 
nied his guilt. His attorneys, how- 
ever, claim that Hammond now is in- 
sane. 

The governor declared Monday that 
he will not make public any informa- 
tion relative to his examnation of 
the prisoner until after the final hear- 
ing today. 

“After this case ig submitted I 
shall give it carefui consideration,’’ 
the governor said. “When LT have 
reached a decision in the matter [I 
shall make public this decision to- 
gether with whrtever information con- 
cerning Hammond's sanity that I feel 
should be published.” 

The governor ceclared that he had 
not authorized the publication of any 
information concerning his examina: 
tion of Hammond. He said he felt this 
kind of information should be with- 
held until a final decision has been 
reached in Hammond's plea for com- 
mutation of the death sentence.

SPINDLES IN GEORGIA 
TQ BE IDLE THIS WEEK 


Charlotte, N. C., July 2.—(#)—Ap- 
proximately 85 per cent of the more 
than 17,000,000 cotton spindles in the 
southern states today began a vaca- 
tion period, averaging the equivalent 
of a five-day suspension, reports com- 
piled here show. 

Approximately 90 per cent of North 
Carolina’s 6,300,000 spindles will be 
idle throughout this week. In Geor- 
gia approximately 80 per cent of the 
state’s 3,160,000 spindles will be idle, 
and in South Carolina most of the 
5,475,000 spindles will be idle. 

The mills not closing down are en- 
gaged in handling large contracts. 

Many of the southern mills have 
been engaged in day and night work. 
although operating only three and four 
days a week.

The Day in Finance 


Stocks Open Higher But Call 
Money Climbs to 10 Per cent 
and Issues Decline—High Rate 
Causes Much Speculation. 


New York, July 2.—Stocks opened 
slightly higher and made some show 
of strength in the early trading. Call 
money opening at 7 1-2 per cent, high- 
er than had generally n expected, 
started selling of leading stocks be- 
fore the end of the first hour, carry- 
ing such shares as Steel common, 
General Motors, Radio, General Elec- 
tric down from 1 to 5 points. These 
and other leading shares were freely 
offered, partly reflecting profit-tak- 
ing on the part of traders who bought 
at recently low prices and partly 
short selling by professional and semi- 
professional traders who believed that 
the recovery from the low of June 19 
had run about far enough. 

Before noon selling pressure in the 
stock market ran its course and the 
stock market beeame very quiet. 
Then the banks began to call loans 
heavily, with the rate on call money 
advancing: to 8 per cent and with 
selling in the stock market resumed. 


Call $50,000,000. 


Up to 1 o'clock the banks called 
$50,000,000 loans, witht the demand 
for money on the stock exchange floor 
exceeding the average supply. Around 
1:30 a’clock the rate on cal] money 
advanced to 9 per cent, the highest 
Jevel touched since February of 1921, 
or when the country was still in the 
throes of liquidation. in commodity 
prices, merchandise inventories, stock 
prices, frozen loans. 

On the further advance in the rate 
for call money there was heavy sell- 
ing of stocks. General Motors was 
the most active on the decline, with 
more ground covered, selling down to 
182 3-4 shortly after call money went 
to 9 per cent, against the opening of 
189 1-2 and Saturday’s closing of 
190. In the last hour there was a re- 
covery of from 1 to 3 points from the 
day’s lows for most leading shares. 

The recent swings in General Mo- 
tors indicate the swings that have oc- 
curred in the stock market as a 
whole. On May 7 General Motors 
made high at 210..On June 19 the 
price was 169 1-8. Around the clase 
of last week there had been a recoy- 
ery to 191 1-2. 

Easier Money Expected. 


Usually well-informed VW/all street 
people continue to expect easier money 
by the end of this week.

serve banks. It is becoming realized 
more and more that the member banks 
cannot justify the recent increases 
in borrowings from the federal reserve 
to the highest level since 1921 for 
the purpose of maintaining the recent 
bull stock market. 


Undoubtedly unsold new bonds are 
playing a part in the loaned up con- 
dition of the member banks as reflect- 
ed in today’s rate at 9 per cent for 
eall money. During the last half of 
June there was a decided falling off 
in the volume of new bond _ offerings. 
However, today’s figure of $860,000,000 
for new bond and stock offerings for 
June is surprisingly large. It com- 
pares with $825,000,000 for June of 
1927. For the six: months new se- 
curity offerings aggregate $5,680,000,- 
000 against $5,068,000,000 for the 
first halt of 1927. 

Business Holds Up. 


It is now generally recognized that 
business is holding up very well con- 
sidering that this is a presidential 
year. Sears-Roebuck report a new 
high record in sales for June with 
increase of 32 per cent over a 
year ago and a gain Of 12 per cent 
for the first six months. 

Montgomery-Ward also made a new 
high for June with a gain of 14 per 
cent over a year ago and an increase 
of 5 per cent for the Walf year.

ing the June margin accounts of cus- 
tomers. Usually. brokers make a 
small charge for funds advanced in 
addition to the regular interest rate 
they pay.

No 
fear is as intense as that of the un- 
known and if the government will not 
talk about the pest there are plenty 
of market letter writers and crop re- 
porters who will. Thus the probabil- 
ity of a boll weevil scare of huge pro- 
portions which has been created by the 
wet June weather is in no way dimin- 
ished by this amusing vagary of the 
bureaucratic mind. Reports of infes- 
tation are increasing and though some 
who thought the weevil’s reign was 
ended have been crying “The king is 
dead,” the answering shout of “Long 
live the king’ as the seeond brood is 
hatched will soon drown them out. 
First place among the causes which 
advanced cotton last week to new 
highs for the season probably belongs 
to the bugs and to the belief that the 
weather has been uncommonly favor- 


able for their propagation. Another 
cause was the deluge of telegrams 
which told of delayed cultivation, foul 
fields and a sappy plant, as well as 
of various local drawbacks such as 
high winds ip Texas and flooded riv- 
ers in Arkansas, And finally the im- 
pression created by the first of the 
end-June private reports that the con- 
dition had actually deteriorated during 
the month instead of showing the nor- 
mally expected improvement gave the 
market another push upward. 

By way of comment on the many 
unfavorable reports it is only possible 
to say that they are the usual am- 
munition of the crop-killer and that 
sometimes the crop-killers are right, 
as they were in 1921, 1923 and 1927, 
and sometimes they are wrong, as they 
were in 1926. As for the June condi- 
tion, it is worth noting that from 1919 
to 1924, inclusive, the government's 
figure for June 25 each year fell with- 
in a two-point range from 69.2 to 71.2, 
but th@ yield per acre in« the same 
period varied between 124.5 and 178.4 
pounds of lint. 


In fact the only thing certain about 
the crop is that the outlook is uncer- 
tain, and since it is bound to vary 
considerably during the’season a very 
successful theory of trading has been 
built up on the maxim, “Sell it when 
the crop looks bad and buy it when 
the crop looks good.” If that is a 
sound maxim a reaction should be 
about due, particularly as the nearness 
of the government's acreage report may 
encourage profit-taking. 

But the short side on the Fourth 
of July is recognized as a precarious 
position and we may be sure that 
whether the belt is wet or dry dur- 
ing the next two months there will be 
no lack of reports to stimulate fears 
of a short yield. And perhaps an up- 
ward movement during July will have 
more effect in stimulating good busi- 
ness, since the season for covering fall 


requirements will be at hand.

Heavy demand for funds was in evidence 
at the start of the new week. Banks called 
$75,000,000. and the demand rate stiffened 
to 10 per cent, the highest charge since No- 
vember 10, 1920. This tightening was a 
temporary factor incident to the huge mid- 
year settlements. Dividend and interest dis- 
bursements around July 1, set a new high 
record, totaling approximately $720,000,000. 
At the same time maturities were exception- 
ally large, bringing the aggregate paid to 
investors ‘at mid-year around $1,000,000,- 
000, 

Today's stiffening of money was almost 
entirely due to the fact that checks sent 
out in settlement of these payments were 
being drawn upon. An easier tone should 
set in during the next few days when these 
funds start to flow back to the banks. 

However, the stringency in the demand 
loan market furnished the basis for a set- 
back in the main body of stocks. A reac- 
tion was due on technical grounds, in view 
of the extensive recovery of the last week. 
Shorts had been largely eliminated from the 
principal industrial stocks by the sweeping 
character of their recent rally. 

The internal weakening of speculative 
atructure caused the recession touched off 
by further stiffening of money to proceed 
quite abruptly. Radio broke 10 points in 
short order and share declines took place in 
General Motors, Steel, General Electric and 
other industrial leaders. Selling spread to 
the general list and the market generally 
was under pressure through the afternoon.

Dow-Jones quoted one banker as say- 
ing the conditions permitting 10% rates for 
call money brought us back where we were 
fifteen years ago before the inception of 
the federal reserve system and were a dis- 
grace, Considering the money market, the 
stock market acted well.

Later in the 
day there were dips as each advance was 
announced. Each time, however, the mar- 
ket came back rather well and a few stocks 
showed gains for the day, some even 
making new highs for the movement. Among 
the latter were Sears Roebuck as a resuit 
of a 382.5 per cent increase in sales for 
June. International Nickel was very strong 
at the close. It is anyone's guess what 
the market can do under the present money 
conditions.

New York, July 2.—(Special.)—Cotton 
closed net 27 to 30 points decline on gen- 
eral selling inspired by the favorable weath- 
er over the week-end and forecast for gen- 
erally fair except part cloudy Arkansas, 
Oklaboma and west Texas.

The government issued its last weevil 
emengence report just after the close.

These reports, however, 
are somewhat misleading because it must be 
remembered that the weather during June 
has been most excellent for the rapid in- 
crease of weevil. If we had a clear, hot 
June a small emergence would have been a 
most: desirable factor because the weather 
under such circumstances would check the 
increase of weevils. .However, the cold, 
damp, wet June which has existed over such 
a large part of the belt was just the kind 
of weather for the rapid growth of the 
weevil and we do not feel that too much aé- 
tention should be paid to small emergence 
this year because the weather has not 
checked the weevil in any way.

New York, July 2.—(Special.}—The mar- 
ket today was mainly concerned with the 
call money situation. Call money advanced 
to 10 per cent, though time money was 
dull at 5 7-8@6. The high rate perhaps 
had more ofian effect than would other- 
wise be the case, due to a rather general 
misunderstanding. The average trader seem- 
ingly was of the opinion that the month- 
end stringency would be passed by the first 
of July. Actually, it takes several days to 
clear the situation and particularly this 
month with a half a dozen influences work- 
ing towards temporarily tighter money all 
occurring at the same moment. Naturally, 
the reserve bank policy was an important 
influerce. 

Under ordinary circnmstances, the re 
serve banks would make an effort to ease 
the market over such periods of temporary 
stringency. Undoubtedly ‘by purchasing gouv- 
ernment securities, etc., a great deal could 
have been done to keep the rate at say 7 
per cent. 

Hlowever, this year it is rather clear that 
the banks welcome the situation which gives 
them such a strong hold on money rates. 
Instead of trying to ease money, efforts 
have been made to help the rate on to as 
high a level as possible. The significance 
of this is very clear. It can only mean 
that the reduction accomplished in brokers’ 
loans is not sufficient. A great deal of 
rumor has been as to what constitutes the 
desired reduction with estimates running 
from $500,000,000 to $800,000,000. Very evi- 
dently, $500,000,000 is not an accurate esti- 
mate, as the reduction in loans already ac- 
complished needed to go only a trifle furth- 
er to achieve this amount. We called at-
